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HE Lord JxsVSs CnunisT witneſſed 2 

good Confeſſion, at the time when he 
ſaid, To this end was I born, and 1 this 

cauſe came ] into the World, that /houlf 

bear witneſ1 unto the Truth; and he taketh notice'of 
it, to thePraiſe and highCommendation of theChurch 
in Pergamus, that they held faſt his Name, and had 
not denied his Faith, Nor are they worthy of the 
Name of Chri/tians, who, though the Lord by hig 
Prow hynce call them publickly to own the Truth 
they Tave profeſſed, ſhall nevertheleſs refuſe to de- 
clare what they believe, as to thoſe great and fundas 
mental Principles in the Doctrine of Chriſt, the 
knowledge whereof is neceſſary unto” Salvation 
We find how ready the Apoſtle was to make 1 
Cenſeſien of his Faith; though far that hopes "ſake 
he was accuſed and put in Chains. And the Mar- 
tyrs of Jeſus, who have laid down their Lives if 
dearing Witness to the Truth, againſt the Infidelityy 
A 2 Idolatry, 
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Idolatry, Hereſy, Apoſtacy of the World, when Pagan, 
Arian, or overſpread withPopiſh Darkneſs: Having 
their Feet ſhod with the preparation of the Goſpel 
of Peace, were free and forward in their Teſtimony, 
cConfeſſing the Truth, yea, ſealing it with their Blood. 
Mitb the Heart Man believeth unto Righteouſneſs, and 
with the Mouth Confeſſion is mage unto Salvation, 
Rom. 10. 10. Nor is there a greater Evidence of 
being in a ſtate of Salvation, than ſuch a Confeſſion, 
if made in times or places where Men are expoſed to 
utmoſt Suffering upon that account. 1 John 4. 15. 
And if Confeſſion of Faith be, in ſome caſes, of ſuch 
Importance and Neceſſity, as hath been expreſſed; 
it muſt needs be in it ſelf, a Work pleaſing in the 
fight of God, for his Servants to declare unto the | 
World, what thoſe Principles of Truth are, which 
they have received, and are (by the help of Chriſt ) 
purpoſed to live and die in the ſtedfaſt Profeſſion of. 
Some of the. Lord's Worthies have been of Renown 
among his People in this reſpeCt ; eſpecially Jrenius | 
and - Athanaſius of old, and of latter times Bea, all 
whoſe (not to mention others) Confeſſions, with the 
advantage which the Church of God hath received 
thereby, are famouſly known. 5 
And it muſt needs tend much to the Honour of 
the dear and bleſſed Name of the Lord Jeſus, in 
caſe many Churches do joyn together in their Teſti- 
mony. How ſignally the Lord hath owned the 
| Cenfeſſion of the four general Synods or Councils for 
the ſuppreſſion of the Hereſies of thoſe Times, needs 


not to be ſaid, ſince no Man can be ignorant thereof, 
_ that 
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that hath made it his Concern to be acquainted with - 
things of this Nature. The Confeſſion of the Bahe- 
mians, of the Maldenſes, and of the Reformed Pro- 
teftant Churches abroad, (which alſo, to ſhew what 
Harmony in reſpect of Doctrine, there is among all 
ſincere Profeſſors of Truth, have been publiſhed in 
one Volume) all theſe have been of ſingular uſe, 
not only to thoſe that lived in the Ages when theſe 
Declarations were emitted, but unto Poſterity, yea, 

unto this Day, „ 1 
There haye been ſome who have reflected upon 
the New- Engliſh Churches, for our Defect in this 
matter, as if our Principles were unknown ; whereas 
it is well known, that as to matters of Doctrine, we 
agree with other Reformed Churches: Nor was it 
that, but what concernsWorſhip and Diſcipline, that 
cauſed our Fathers to come into this Wilderneſs, 
whiles it was a Land not ſown, that ſo they might 
have liberty to practice accordingly. And it is a 
ground of holy Rejoycing before the Lord, that now 
there is no advantage left for thoſe that may be diſ- 
affected towards us, to object any thing of that 
nature againſt us. For it hath pleaſed the only wiſe 
God ſo to diſpoſe in his Providence, as that the Elders 
and Meſſengers of the Churches in the Colony of 
the Maſſachuſetts in New- England, did, by the Call 
and Encouragement of the honoured General Court, 
meet together Sept. 10. 1679. This Synd at 
their ſecond Seſſion, which was May 12. 1680. 
conſulted and conſidered of a Confeſſion of Faith. 
That which was conſented unto by the Elders and 
| n Meſſengers 
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* "Meſſengers of the CingregationalChurches in E nglond, 
who met at the Savoy ( being for the moſt part, 
, Tome ſmall Variations excepted, the ſame with that 
which was agreed upon firſt by the Aſſembly at 
Meſiminſter, and was approved of by the Synod at 
Cambriage in Neu- England, Anno 1648. as alſo by 
'a General Aſſembly in Scotland ) was twice publickly 
read, examined and approved of : That little Varia- 
tion which we have made from the one, in compli- 
ance with the other, may be ſeen by thoſe who 
Pleaſe to compare them. But we have ( for the 
main N choſen to expreſs our ſelves in the Words of 
"thoſe Reverend Aſſemblies, that ſo we might not 
only with one Heart, but with one Mouth glorify.

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CHAP. II. 
. Of GOD, and the Holy Trinity. 


I. PHERE is but One only Living and True 

GOD ; who is infinite in Being and Perfec- 
tion, a moſt pure Spirit, inviſible, without Body, 
Parts or Paſſions, Immutable, Immenſe, Eternal, 
Incomprehenſible, Almighty, moſt Wiſe, moſt Ho- 
ly, moſt Free, moſt Abſolute, working all things 
according to the Counſel of his own Immutable and 
moſt Righteous Will, for his own Glory; mot 
Loving, Gracious, Merciful, Long-ſuffering, abun- 
dant in Goodneſs and Truth, forgiving Iniquity, 
Tranſgreſſion and Sin; the Rewarder of them that 
diligently ſeek him ; and withal moſt Juſt and Ter- 
rible in his Judgments, hating all Sin, and who will 
by no means clear the Guilty. 

II. God hath all Life, Glory, Goodneſs, Bleſ- 
ſedneſs, in and of himſelf ; and is alone in and unto 
Himſelf, All-ſufficient ; not ſtanding in need of any 
Creatures, which he hath made, nor deriving any | 
Glory from them, but only manifeſting his own 
Glory in, by, unto, and upon them. He is the 
alone Fountain of all Being; of whom, through 
whom, and to whom are all Things ; and hath 
moſt SovereignDominion over them, to do by them, 
for them or upon them, whatſoever himſelf pleaſeth: 
In his ſight all things are open and manifeſt ; his 
Knowledge is Infinite, Infallible and Independent 
upon 


* 
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upon the Creature, ſo as nothing is to him contin- 
gent or uncertain. He is moſt Holy in all his 
Counſels, in all his Works, and in all his Commands. 
To him is due from Angels, and Men, and every 
other Creature, whatſoever Worſhip, Service or 
Obedience, as Creatures they owe unto the Creator, 
and whatever he is further pleaſed to require of 
them. | 
III. In the unity of the God - head, there be 
Three Perſons, of one Subſtance, Power and Eter- 
nity, God the Father, God the Son, and God the 
Holy Ghoſt: The Father is of none, neither be- 
gotten nor proceeding ; The Son is eternally begot- 
ten of the Father; The Holy Ghoft eternally pro- 
ceeding from the Father and the Son. Which 
Doctrine of the Trinity is the Foundation of all our 
Communion with God and confortable Dependence 


upon him. 


— 
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Of GOD's eternal Deevee: 


I. GOD from all Eternity did by the moſt Wiſe 

and Holy Counſel of his own Wil, 'treely, 
and unchangeably ordain, whatſoever comes to piſs; 
yet ſo, as thereby neither is God the Author of Sin, 
nor is Violence offered unto the Will of the Crea- 
tures, nor is the Liberty or Contingency of ſecond - 
Cauſes taken away, but rather eſtabliſhed. 


B II. Although 
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II. Although God knows whatſoever may or 
can come to paſs upon all ſuppoſed Conditions, yet 
hath he not decreed any thing becauſe he foreſaw it, 
as future, or as that which would come to paſs upon 
ſuch Conditions. | 

III. By the Decree of God, for the manifeſta- 
tion of his Glory, ſome Men and Angels are predeſ- 
tinated unto everlaſting Life, and others fore-ordain- 
ed unto everlaſting Death. 

IV. Theſe Angels and Men, thus predeftinated 
and fore-ordained, are particularly and unchangeably 
deſigned, and theirNumber is ſo certain and definite, 
that it cannot be either increaſed or diminiſhed. 

V. Thoſe of Mankind that are predeſtinated 
unto Life. God before the Foundation of the World 
was laid, according to his eternal and immutable 
Purpoſe, and the ſecret Counſel, and good Pleaſure 

of his Will, hath choſen in Chriſt unto everlaſting 
Glory, out of his meer Free-Grace and Love, with- 
out any foreſight of Faith or good Works, or Per- 
ſeverance in either of them, or any other thing in the 
Creature, asConditions or Cauſes moving him there- 
unto, and all to the Praiſe of his Glorious Grace. 

VI. As God hath appointed the Elect unto 
Glory, ſo hath he by the eternal and moſt free pur- 
poſe of his Will, fore-ordained all the means there- 
unto : Wherefore they who are elected being fallen 
in Adam, are redeemed by Chriſt, are effectually 
called unto Faith in Chrift by his Spirit working in 

due ſeaſon, are juſtified, adopted, ſanctified, and 
kept by his Power through Faith unto Salvation. 
Neither

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Neither are any other redeemed by Chriſt, or effec- 
tually called, juſtified, adopted, ſanctified and ſaved, 
but the Ele& only. | 

VII. The reſt of Mankind, God was pleaſed 
according to the unſearchable Counſel of his own 
Will, whereby he extendeth or withholdeth Mercy, 
as he pleaſeth, for the Glory of his Us, Power 
over his Creatures, to paſs by, and to ordain them 
to Diſhonour and Wrath, for their-Sin, to thePraiſe 
of his glorious Juſtice, 

VIII. The Doctrine of this high Miftery of 
Predeſtination, is to be handled with ſpecialPrudence 
and Care, that Men attending the Will of God 
revealed in his Word, and yieldingObedience there» 
unto, may from the certainty of their effectual Vo- 
cation be aſſured of their eternal Election 

So ſhall this Doctrine afford matter of Praiſe, 
Reverence and Admiration of God, and of Humi- 
lity, Diligence and abundant Conſolation to all that 
ſincerely obey the Goſpel. .

III. GOD in his ordinary Providerice' makede 
uſe of means, yet is free to work without, fend.

IV. The almighty Power, nſcarchableWiſddni 
and the infinite Goodneſs of God, ſo far manifeſt 
themſelves in his Providence, in that his determinate 
Council extendeth it ſelf even to the firſt Fall, and 
all other Sins of Angels and Men (and that not 
a bare Permiſſion) which alſo ie moſt wiſely 
powerfully boundeth, and otherwiſe ordereth and 
governeth in a manifold Diſpenſation, to his "owl 
moſt holy ends, yet ſo as the ſinfulneſs thereof pro- 
ceedeth only from the Creature, and not from Gd] 
who being moſt holy and righteous neither is, nor 
can be the Author or approver of Sin. 

V. The moft wiſe, righteous and gracious Ga 
doth oftentimes leave for aSeaſon his ownChildren to 
manifold Temptations, and the Corruption of 
own Hearts, to chaſtife them for their former Sins, 
or to diſcover unto them the hidden ſtrength of Cor- 
ruption, and deceitfulneſs of their Hearts, that they 
may be humbled, and to raiſe them to a more cloſe 
and conſtant dependence ſor their Support upon 
himſelf, and to make them more watchful againſt 
all future Occaſions of Sin, and for ſundry other juft 


and holy ends.

whom God as a righteous Judge for former Sins,

Of the Fall of Man, of Sin, and of the 
Puniſhment thereof. 


OD having made a Covenant of Works and 
Life thereupon, with our firſt Parents, and all 
their Poſterity in them, they being ſeduced by the 
Subtilty and Temptation of Satan, did wilfully 
tranſgreſs the Law of their Creation, and break the 

Covenant in eating the forbidden Fruit, 
II. By 
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II. By this Sin they, and we in them, ſelſl fr om 
oriuinal Righteouſneſs and Conimunion wich G00, 
and ſo became dead in Sin, and wholly dehied' ih all 
the Faculties and Parts of Soul and Body, * - 

III. They being the Root, and by God's ap- 
pointment ſtanding in the room and bead of all Man- 
kind, the Guile of this Sin was imputed, and cot- 
rupted Nature conveyed to all cheir Pofterity de- 
ſcending from them by ordinary Generation. 

IV. From this original Corruption; whereby we 
are utterly indiſpoſed, diſabled and made 39 
to all good, and wholly inclined to all evil, d& io: 
ceed all actual Tranſgreſſons. 

V. This corruption of Nature reg this Life, 
doth remain in thoſe that are regenerated; and al- 
though it be through Chrift pardoned and ortifed, 
yet both it ſelf, and all the Motiobs thereof are truly 
and properly Sin. 

VI. Every Sin, both original and 2Qual, being 
a tranſgreſſion of the righteous Law of God, aha 
contrary thereunto, doth in its own nature bring 
Guilt upon the Sinner, whereby he is bound over to 
the Wrath of God, and curſe of the Law, and o 
made ſubje& to Death, with all Miſcries ſpiritual, 
temporal and » eternal.

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CH A P. VII. 
Of GOD's Covenant with Man. 


T H E diſtance between God and the Cranife 


is ſo great, that although reaſonable ang 
0 
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do owe Obedience to him as their Creator, yet they 
could never have attained the Reward of Life, but 
by ſome voluntary Condeſcention on God's par, 
which he hath been pleaſed to expreſs by way of 
Covenant. | | 

II. The firft Covenant made with Man, was a 
Covenant of Works, wherein Life was promiſed to 
Adam, and in him to his Poſterity, upon condition 
of perfect and perſonal Obedience. 

III. Man by his fall having made himſelf unca- 
pable of Life by that Covenant, the Lord was plea- 
ſed to make a ſecond, commonly called the Cove- 
nant, of Grace ; wherein he freely ' offereth unto 
Sinners Life and Salvation by Jeſus Chriſt, requiring 
of them Faith in him that they may be ſaved, and 
/ promiſing to give unto all thoſe that are ordained 
unto Life, his holy Spirit to make them willing and 
able to believe. 

IV. This Covenant of Grace is frequently ſet 
forth in Scripture by the Name of a Teſtament, in 
reference to the Death of Jeſus Chriſt the Teſtator, 
and to the everlaſting Inheritance, with all things 
belonging to it, therein bequeathed. 

V. Although thisCovenant hath been differently

II pleaſed Gop in his eternal purpoſe, to ch 
and ordain the Lord Jeſus, his ay begotten Son, 
according to a Covenant made between them both, 
to be the Mediator between God and Man: The 
Prophet, Prieſt and King, the Head and Saviour of 
his Church, the Heir of all things, and Judge of the 
World, unto whom he did from all Eternity give 
a People to be his Seed, and to be by him, in time, 
redeemed, called, juſtified ſanctified and glorifyed. 
II. The Son of God, the ſecond Perſon in the 
Trinity, being very and eternal God, of one Sub- 
ſtance, and equal with the Father, did, when the 
fulneſs of time was come, take upon him Man's 
Nature, with all the eſſential Properties and com- 
mon Infirmities thereof, yet without Sin, being con- 
ceived by the power of the holyGhoſt in the Womb 
of the Virgin Mary, of her Subſtance: So that two 
whole perfect and diſtinct Natures, the God-head 
and theMan-hood, were inſeparably joyned together 
in one Perſon, without Convetſion, Compofition, 


or Confuſion; which Perſon is very God and very | 


Man, yet one Chriſt, the only Mediator between 
God and Man. 


III. The Lord Jeſus in his humane Nature, thus 
united to the Divine in the Perſon of the Son, was 
ſanctified and anointed with the holy Spirit above 


me ſure 
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meaſure, having in him all the Treaſures of Wiſdom 
and Knowledge, in whom it pleaſed the Father that 
all fulneſs ſhould dwell, to the end that being holy, 
harmleſs, undefiled, and full of Grace and Truth, 
he might be throughly furniſhed to execute the 
Office of a Mediator and Surety ; which Office he 
took not unto himſelf, but was thereunto called by 
his Father, who alſo put all Power and Judgment 
into his Hand, and gave him Commandment to 
execute the ſame, 

IV. This Office the Lord Jeſus Chriſt did moſt 
willingly undertake ; which that he might diſcharge, 
he was made under theLaw, and did perſectly fulfill 
it, and underwent the Puniſhment due to us, which 
we ſhould have born and ſuffered, being made Sin 
and a Curſe for us, enduring moſt grievous Tor- 
ments immediately from God in his Soul, and moft 
painful Sufferings in his Body, was crucified, and 
died, was buried and remained under the power of 
Death, yet ſaw no Corruption, on the third Day 
he aroſe from the Dead with the ſame Body in 
which he ſuffered, with which alſo he aſcended 
into Heaven, and there fitteth at the right hand of 
his Father, making Interceſſion, and ſhall return to 


: judge Men and Angels at the end of the World, 


V. The Lord Jeſus by his perfect Obedience and 
Sacrifice of himſelf, which he through the eternal 
Spirit once offered up unto God, hath fully ſatisfied 
the Juſtice of God, and purchaſed not only Recon- 
ciliation, but an everlaſting Inheritance in the King- 


domof Heaven, for all thoſe whom the Father hath 


given unto him, VI. Although 
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VI. Although the work of Redemption was not 
actually wrought by Chrift till after his Incarnation, 


yet the Virtue, Efficacy and Benefits thereof were 


communicated to the Elect in all Ages ſucceſſively 
from the beginning of the World, in and by thoſe 
Promiſes, Types and Sacrifioes, wherein he was re- 
vealed and ſignified to be the Seed of the Woman, 
which ſhould bruiſe the Serpents head, and theLamb 
flain from the beginning of the World, being yeſter- 
day and to day the ſame, and for ever. 

VII. CHrrisT in the Work of Mediation acteth 
according to both Natures, by each Nature doing 


that which is proper to it ſelf ; yet by reaſon of 


the Unity of the Perſon, that which is proper to one 
Nature, is ſometimes in Scripture attributed to the 
Perſon denominated by the other Nature. | 
VIII. To all thoſe for whom Chrift has purcha- 
ſed Redemption, he doth certainly and effectually 
apply and communicate the ſame, . making inter- 
ceſſion for them, and revealing unto them in and 
by the Word, the Myſteries of Salvation, effectüally 
perſwading them by his Spirit to believe and dbey, 
and governing their Hearts by his Word and Spirit, 
overcoming all their Enemies by his almighty Power 
and W iſdom, in ſuch manner and ways as are moſt 


conſonant to his wonderful and unſearchable Diſ- 
penſation. 
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CHAP. N. 
Of Free-Mil.. 


G00 hath endued the Will of Man with that 


natural liberty and power of acting upon 


Choice, that it is neither forced, nor, by any abſo- 


lute Neceſſity of Nature, determined to do good or 
evil. | 


II. Man in his ſtate of Innocency had freedom 


and power to will and to do that which was good 


and well pleaſing to God; but yet mutably, ſo that 


he might fall from it. 


III. Man by his Fall into a ſtate of Sin, hath 


wholly loſt all ability of Will to any ſpiritual good 


accompanying Salvation, ſo as a natural Man being 
altogether averſe from that Good, and dead in Sin, 


is not able by bis own Strength to convert himſelf, 


or to prepare himſelf thereunto, 
IV. When God converts aSinner, and tranſlates 
him into a ſtate of Grace, he freeth him from his 


. natural bondage under Sin, and by his Grace alone 


enables him freely to will and to do that which is 
ſpiritually good; yet ſo, as that by reaſon of his 
remaining Corruption, he doth not perfectly nor 
only will that which is good, but doth alſo will that 
which is evil. | 

V. The will of Man is made perfectly and im- 
mutably free to good alone in the ſtate of Glory 


only, | 
CHAR 
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CHAP. X. 
Of Effetual Calling. 


ALE thoſe whom God hath predeſtinated unto 
Life, and thoſe only, he is pleaſed in his ap- 
pointed and accepted time, effectually to call by his 
Word and Spirit, out of that ſtate of Sin and Death 
in which they are by Nature, to Grace and Salvation 
by Jeſus Chriſt, enlightening their Minds ſpiritually 
and ſavingly to underftand the. things of God, taking 
away their Heart of Stone, and giving unto them an 
Heart of Fleſh, renewing their Wills, and by his 
almighty Power determining them to that which is 
good, and effectually drawing them to Jeſus Chrift : 
Yet ſo, as they come moſt freely, being made will- 
ing by his Grace. 

II. This effeQvalCall is of God's free and ſpecial 
Grace alone, not from any thing at all foreſeen in 
Man, who is altogether paſſive therein, until being 
quickened and renewed by the holy Spirit, he is 
thereby enabled to anſwer this Call, and to embrace 
the Grace offered and conveyed in it. 

III. Elect Infants dying in infancy, are regene- 
rated and ſaved by Chriſt, who worketh when, and 
where, and how he pleaſeth : So alſo are all other 
ele Perſons who are uncapable of being outwardly 
called by the Miniſtry of the Word. 

IV. Others not elected, although they may be 
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ſome common Operations of the Spirit, yet not be- 
ing effectually drawn by the Father, they neither do 
nor can come unto Chriſt, and therefore cannot be 
ſaved ; much leſs can Men not profefling the Chriſti- 
an Religion, be ſaved in any other way whaiſoever, 
be they never ſo diligent to frame their Lives accord- 
ing to the Light ef Nature, and the Law ot that Re- 
ligion they do profeſs: And to aſſert and maintain 
that they may, is very pernicious, and to be deteſted.

CHAP. XI. 
Of Fuſtification. 


T Hos: whom God effeQtually calleth, he alſo 
freely juſtifieth, not by infuſing Righteouſneſs 
into them, but by pardoning their Sins, and by ac- 
counting and accepting their Perſons as righteous 
Not for any thing wrought in them, or done by 
them, but for Chriſt's ſake alone; nor by imputing 
Faith it ſelf, the act of believing, or any other Evan- 
gelical Obedience to them, as their Righteouſneſs, | 
but by imputing Chriſt's active Obedience unto the 
whole Law, and paſſive Obedience in his ſufferings 
and Death, for their whole and ſole Righteouſneſs, 
they receiving and reſting on him and his Righteouſ- 
neſs by Faith; which Faith they have not of them- 
ſelves, it is the gift of God, 
II. Faith thus receiving and reſting onChriſt and 
his Righteouſneſs, is the alone Inſtrument of Juftifi- 
328 | cation; 
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cation; yet it is not alone in the Perſon juſtified, 
but is ever accompanied with all other ſavingGraces, 
and is no dead Faith, but worketh by Love. 

III. Chrift by his Obedience and Death did fully 
diſcharge the Debt of all thoſe that are juſtified, and 
did by the Sacrifice of himſelf, in the Blood of his 
Croſs, undergoing in their ſtead the Penalty due 
unto them, make a proper, real, and full Satisfaction 
to God's Juſtice in their behalf: Vet inaſmuch as 
he was given by the Father for them, and his Obe- 
dience and Satisfaction accepted in their ſtead, and 
both freely, not for any thing in them, their Juſtifi- 
cation is only of free Grace, that both the exact 
Tuftice and rich Grace of God might be glorified in 
the juſtification of Sinners. 154 

IV. God did from all eternity decree to juſtify 
all the Elect, and Chriſt did in the fulneſs of time die 
for their Sins, and riſe again for their Juſtification: 
Nevertheleſs, they are not juſtified parſonally, until 
the holy Spirit doth in due time actually apphy Chriſt 
unto them. 

V. Gop doth contine to forgive the Sins of 
thoſe that are juſtified z and although they can never 
fall from the ſtate of Juſtification, yet they may by 
their Sins fall under God's fatherly Diſpleaſure: 
And in that Condition they have not uſually the light 
of his Countenance reſtored unto them, until they 
humble themſelves, confeſs their Sins, beg Pardon, 
and renew their Faith and Repentance. 

VI. The Juſt fication of Believers-under the old 
Teſtament, was io all theſe reſpects one and the

II. This Sanctification is throughout in the 
whole Man, yet imperfect in this Life, there abide 
ſtill ſome remnants of Corruption in every part, 
whence ariſeth a continual and irreconcileable War, 
the Fleſh luſting againſt the Spirit, and Spirit againſt 
the Fleſh. 

III. In which War, although the remaining 
Corruption for a time may much prevail, yet thro” 
the continual ſupply of Strength from the ſanctifying 
Spirit of Chrift, the regenerate part doth overcome, 
and ſo the Saints grow in Grace, perfectingHolinels 
in the fear of God, |

CHAP. XIV. 
Of ſaving Faith,

24 A Confeſſion of Faith. 


II. By this Faith a Chriſtian believeth to be true 
whatſoever is revealed in the W ord, for the Autho- 
rity of God himſelf ſpeaking therein, and acteth 
differently upon that which each particular paſſage 
thereof containeth, yielding Obedience to the Com- 
mands, trembling at the Threatnings, and embracing 
the Promiſes of God for this Life, and that which is 
to come. But the principal as of ſaving Faith 
are, accepting. receiving, and reſting upon Chriſt 
alone, for Juſtification, Sanctification, and eternal 
Life, by virtue of the Covenant of Grace. 

III. This Faith, although it be different in de- 
grees, and may be weak or ſtrong, yet it is in the 
leaſt degree of it diff rent in the kind or nature of 
it ( 2s is all other ſaving Grace) from the Faith 
and common Grace of temporary Believers ; and 
therefore, though it may be many times aſſailed and 
weakned, yet it gets the Victory, growing up in 
many to the attainment of a full aſſurance thro” 
Chriſt, who is both the Author and Finiſher of 
our Faith,

CHAP. XV. 
Of Repentance unto Life and Salvation. 


| Sen of the Elect as are converted at riper Years, 

having ſometime lived in the ſtate of Nature, 
and therein ſerved divers Lufis and Pleaſures, God 
in their effectual Calling giveth. them Repentance 
unto Life. II. Whereas 
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II. Whereas there is none that doth good, and 
ſinneth not, and the beſt of Men may through the 
power and deceitfulneſs of their Corruptions dwell- 
ing in them, with the prevalency of Tempration, 
fall into great Sins and Provocations ; God hath in 
the Covenant of Grace mercifully provided that Be- 
lievers ſo {inning and falling, be renewed through 
Repentance unto Salvation. 

III. This ſaving Repentance is an Evangelical 
Grace, whereby a Perſon being by the holy Ghoſt 
made ſenſible of the manifold evils of his Sin, doth 
by Faith in Chriſt humble himſelf for it with godly 
Sorrow, deteſtation of it, and ſelf- abhorrency, pray- 
ing for Pardon and ſtrength of Grace, with a Purpoſe 
and Endeavour by ſupplies of the Spirit, to walk 
before God unto all well pleafing in all things. 

IV. As Repentance is to be continued through 
the whole courſe of our Lives, upon the account of 
the Body of Death, and the Motions thereof; ſo it 
is every Man's duty to Repent of his particular 
known Sins, particularly. 

V. Such is the proviſion which God hath made 
through Chriſt in the Covenant of Grace, for the 
preſervation of Believers unto Salvation, that altho” 
there is no Sin fo ſmall, but it deſerves Damnation, 
yet there is no Sin ſo great, that it ſhall bring Dam- 
nation on them who truly repent ; which makes 
the conſtant preaching of Repentance neceſlary.

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CHAP, XVI. 


Of good Works. 


8 OO D Works are only ſuch as God hath com- 

manded in his holy Word, and not ſuch as, 
without the warrant thereof, are deviſed by Men 
out of blind Zeal, or upon any pretence of good 
Intentions. 

II. Theſe good Works done in Obedience to 
God's Commandments, are the Fruits and Evidences 
of a true and living Faith; and by them Believers 
manifeft their Thankfulneſs, ſtrengthen their Aſſu- 
rance, edifie their Brethren, adorn the Profeſſion 
of the Goſpel, ſtop the Mouths of the Ad verſaries, 
and glorify God, whoſe Workmanſhip they are, 
created in Chrift Jeſus thereunto, that having their 
= unto Holineſs, they may have the end eternal 

ife. 

III. Their ability to do good Works is not at 
all of themſelves, but wholly from the Spirit of 
Chriſt: And that they may be enabled thereunto, 
beſides the Graces they have already received, there 
is required an actual influence of the ſame holy Spirit 
to work in them to will and to do, of his good plea- 
ſure ; yet are they not hereupon to grow negligent, 
as if they were not bound to perform any Duty, 
unleſs upon a ſpecial motion of the Spirit, but they 
ought to be diligent in ſtirring up the Grace of 
God that is in them. 

: IV. They 
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IV. They who in their Obedience attain to the 
greateft height which is poſſible in this Life, are ſo 
far from being able to ſupererogate, and to do more 
than God requires, as that they fall ſhort of much, 
which in duty they are bound to do. 

We cannot by our beſt Works merit Par- 
don of Sin, or eternal Life at the hand of God, by 
reaſon of the great diſproportion that is between 
them, and the Glory to come ; and the infinite 
diſtance that is between us, andGod, whom by them 
we can neither profit, nor ſatisfy for the debt of our 
former Sins ; but when we have done all we can, 
we have done but our Duty, and are unprofitable 
Servants : And becauſe as they are good, they pro- 
ceed from his Spirit, and as they are wrought by us, 
they are defiled and mixed with fo much Weakneſs 
and Imperfection, that they cannot endure the 
ſeverity of God's Judgment. 

VI. Yet notwithftanding, the Perſons of Be- 
lievers being accepted through Chrift, their good 
Works alſo are accepted in him, not as though they 
were in this Life wholly unblameable and unreprove- 
able in God's fight, but that he looking upon them 
in his Son is pleaſed to accept and reward that which 
is fincere, although accompanied with many Weak- 
neſſes and Imperfe&ions. | 

VII. Works done by unregenerate Men, altho” 
for the Matter of them, they may be things which 
God commands, and of good uſe both to themſelves 
and others ; yet becauſe they proceed not from an 
Heart purified by Faith, nor are done in a right 
manner, 


— 
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manner, according to the W ord, nor to a right end, 
the glory of God, they are therefore finful, and 
cannot pleaſe God, nor make a Man meet to receive 
Grace from God; and yet their neglect of them is 
more ſinful and diſpleaſing to God.

CH AP. XVII. 
Of the Perſeverance of the Saints. 


| T Hv, whom God hath accepted in his beloved, 


effectually called and ſanctified by his Spirit, 
can neither totally nor finally fall away from the 
ſtate of Grace, but ſhall certainly perſevere therein 
to the end, and be eternally ſaved. q 
II. This perſeverence of the Saints depends not 
upon their own Free- Will, but upon the immutabi- 
lity of the Decree of Election, from the free and 
unchangeable Love of God the Father, upon the 
efficacy of the Merit and Interceſſion of JeſusChrift, 
and Union with him, the Oath of God, the abiding 


of his Spirit, and the Seed of God within them, and 


the nature of the Covenant of Grace, from all 
which ariſeth alſo the certainty and infallibility 
thereof. 

III. And though they may through the tempta- 
tion of Satan, and of the World, the prevalency of 
Corruption remaining in them, and the neglect of 
the means of their Preſervation, fall into grievous 
Sins, and for a time continue therein, whereby they 
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incurr God's diſpleaſure, and grieve his holy Spirit, 
come to have their Graces and Comforts impaired, 
have their Hearts hardned, and their Conſciences 
wounded, hurt and ſcandalize others, and bring 
temporal Judgments upon themſelves ; yet they are 
and ſhall be kept by the power of God through 
F aith unto Salvation, 


CHAP, XVIII. 
Of the Aſſurance of Grace and Salvation. 


A Ethough temporary Believers and other unrege- 

nerate Men may vainly deceive themſclves with 
falſe hopes, and carnal preſumptions of being in the 
favour of God, and ſtate of Salvation, which hope 
of theirs ſhall periſh, yet ſuch as truly believe on the 
Lord Jeſus and love him in fancerity, endeavcuring 
to walk in all goodConſcience before him, may, in 
this Life, be certainly aſſured, that they are in a 
ſtate of Grace, and may rejoice in the hope of the 
Glory of God, which hope ſhall never make them 
aſhamed. 

II. This certainty is not a bare conjectural and 
probable Perſwafion, grounded upon a fallible Hope, 
but an infallible aſſurance of Faith, founded on the 
Blood and Righteouſneſs of Chrift, revealed in the 
(Goſpel ; and alſo upon the inward Evidence of 


thoſe Graces, unto which promiſes are made, and 
on 


HY 
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on the immediate Witneſs of the Spirit, teſtifying 
our Adoption, and as the fruit thereof, leaving the 
Heart more humble and holy. 

III. This infallible Aſſurance doth not fo belong 
to the eſſence of Faith, but that a true Believer may 
wait long, and conflict with many Difficultics before 
he be partaker of it; yet being inabled by the Spirit 
to know the things which are freely given bim of 
God, he may without extraordinary Revelation, in 
the right uſe of ordinary Means attain thereunto : 
And therefore it is the Duty of eyery one to give all 
diligence to make his Calling and Election ſure, 
that thereby his Heart may be inlarged in Peace and 
Joy in the holy Ghoft, in Love and Thankfulneſs to 
God, and in Strength and Chearfulneſs in the Duties 
of Obedience, the proper fruits of this Aſſurance ; 
ſo far is it from inclining Men to looſeneſs. 

IV. True Believers may have the affurance of 
their Salvation divers ways ſhaken, diminiſhed and 
intermitted, as by Negligence in preſerving of it, by 
falling into ſome ſpecial Sin, which woundeth the 
Conſcience, and prieveth the Spirit, by ſome ſudden 
or vehement Temptation, by God's withdrawing 
the light of his Countenance, ſuffering even ſuch as 
fear him to walk in Darkneſs, and to have no Light, 
yet are they neither utterly diſtitute of that ſeed of 
God, and Life of Faith, that love of Chriſt and the 
Brethren, that ſincerity of Heart and Conſcience of 
Duty, out of which by the Operation of the Spirit, 
this aſſurance may in due time be revived, and by 
the which in the mean time they are ſupported from 
utter deſpair, 2 CHAP. 
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CHAP. XIX. 
Of the Law of GOD. 


2 OD gave to Adam a Law of univerſal Obed- 
ence written in his Heart, and a 
Precept of not eating the Fruit of the Tree of 
Kit1owledge of Good and Evil, as a Covenant of 
Works, by which he bound him and all his Pofterity 
to perſonal, entire, exact and perpetual Obedience, 
promiſed Life upon the fulfilling, and threatned 
Death upon the breach of it, and endued him with 

Power and Ability to keep it. | 
II. This Law ſo written in theHeart, one! 
to be a perfect Rule of Righteouſneſs after the fall of 
Man, and was delivered by God on mount Jinai in 
ten Commandments, and written in two Fables, the 
four firſt Commandments containing our Duty to- 

wards God, and the other fix our Duty to Man. 

III. Beſide this Law commonly called Moral, 
God was pleaſed to give to the People of 1/ract, as 
a Church under age, Ceremonial Laws, 
ſeveral Typical Ordinances, partly of Worſhip, pre- 
figuring Chrift, his Graces, Actions, Sufferings and 
Benefits, and partly holding forth divers Inſtructions 
of moral Duties : All whichCeremonial Laws being 
appointed only to the time of Reformation, are by 
Jeſus Chrift the true Meſſiah and only Law: giver, 
who was furnifhed with Power from the Father fur 

that end, abrogated and taken away, 
D Iv. To 
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IV. To them alſo he gave ſundry Judicial Laws, 
Which expired together with the ftate of thatPeople, 
not obliging any now by virtue of that Inſtitution, 
their general Equity only being ſtill of moral uſe. 

V. The Moral Law doth for ever bind all, as 
well juſtified Perſons as others, to the Obedience 
thereof ; and that not only in regard of the matter 
contained in it, but alſo in reſpe& of the Authority 


of God the Creator, who gave it: Neither doth 


Chrift in the Goſpel any way diſſolve, but much 
ſtrengthen this Obligation. 

VI. Although true Believers be not under the 
Law, as a Covenant of Works, to be thereby juſti- 
fied or condemned, yet it is of great uſe to them as 
well as to others, in that, 2s a Rule of Life, inform- 
ing them of the Will of God, and their Duty, and 
directs and binds them to walk accordingly, diſco- 
vering alſo the ſinful Pollutions of their Nature, 


Hearts and Lives, ſo as examining themſclves thereby 


they may come to further Conviction of, Humilia- 
tion for, and hatred againſtSin, together with a clearer 


fight of the need they have of (Chriſt, and the per- 
fection of his obedience. It is likewiſe of uſe to the 
Regenerate, to reftrain their Corruptions, in that it 


forbids Sin, and the threatnings of it ſerve to ſhew 
what even their Sins deſerve, and what Afflictions in 
this Life they may expect for them, although freed 
from the Curſe thereof threatned in the Law, The 


Promiſes of it in like manner ſhew them God's ap-

VII. Neither are the fore-mentioned Uſes of the 
Law contrary to the Grace of the Goſpel, but do 
ſweetly comply with it, the Spirit of Chrift ſubduin 
and enabling the Will of Man to do that freely 
chearfully which the Will of God revealed in the 
Law required to be done. | |

HE Covenant of Works being broken bySin, / 
and made unprofitable unto Life, God was 
pleaſed to give unto the Ele& the promiſe of Chriſt, 
the ſeed of the Woman, as the means of calling them 
and begetting in them Faith and Repentance : In 
this Promiſe, the Goſpel, as to the Subſtance of it, 
was revealed, and was therein effeQual for the Con- 
verſion and Salvation of Sinners, „ 

II. This promiſe of Chriſt, and Salvation by him, 
is revealed only in and by the Word of Ged-z-neither 
do the works of Creation or Providence, with the 
light of Nature, make diſcovery of Chriſt, or of

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Grace by him, ſo much as in a general or obſcure 
way; much leſs that Men deſtitute of the Revela- 
tion of him by the Promiſe or Goſpel, ſhould be 
enabled thereby to attain ſaving Faith orRepentance, 

III. The Revelation of the Goſpel unto Sinners 
made in divers times, and by ſundry parts, with the 
addition of Promiſes and Precepts for the Obedience 
required therein, as to the Nations and Perſons to 
whom it is granted, is meerly of the ſovereign Will 
and good Pleaſure of God, not being annexed by 
virtue of any Promiſe to the due improvement of 
Men's natural Abilities, by virtue of common Light 
received without it, which none ever did make, or 
can ſodo : And therefore in all Ages the preaching 
of the Goſpel hath been granted unto Perſons and 
Nations, as to the extent or ftraitning of it, in great 
variety, according to theCounſel of _—_— of God. 

IV. Although the Goſpel be the only outward 
Means of revealing Chrift and ſaving | rn and 
is, as ſuch, abundantly ſufficient thereunto; yet 
that Men who are dead in Treſpaſſes, may be born 
again, quickned or regenerated, there is moreover 
neceſſary an effectual irrefiftible Work of the 
holy Ghoft upon the whole Soul, for the produ- 
cing in them a new ſpiritual Life, without which 
no other means are ſufficient for their Converſion 
unto God.

f þ HE Liberty which Chriſt bath. pr WY for 

Believers under the Goſpel, conſiſts in their 
freedom from the guilt of Sin, the condemning 
Wrath of God, the Rigor and "Curſe of the Law, 
and in their being delivered from this preſent evil 
World, Bondage to Satan, and Dominion of Sin, 
from the Evil of afflictions, the fear and ſting of 
Death, the Victory of the Grave, and everlaſting 
Damnation, as alfo in their free acceſs to God, and 
their yielding Obedience unto him, not out of laviſh 
Fear, but a Child-like Love and willing Mind: Al 
which were. common alſo to Believers under the 
Law, for the ſubſtance of them, but under the NeW- 
Teſtament, the Liberty of Chriftians is further in- 
larged in their freedom from the yoke of the Cere- 


monial Law, the whole legal adminiftration, of the 


Covenant of Grace to which the Jewiſh Church was 
ſubjected, and in greater boldneſs of acceſs to the 
Throne of Grace, and in fuller Communications o 
the free Spirit of God, than Believers under bela, 
did ordinarily partake of. 15 
II. God alone is Lord of the Conſcience, and 
hath left it free from the Doctrines and Command 
ments of Men, which are in any thing contrary to

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his Word, or not contained in it; ſo that to believe 
ſich Doctrines, or to obey ſuch Commands out of 
Conſcience, is to betray true Liberty of Conſcience, 
{ and the requiring of an implicitFaith,and an abſolute

{| "ctence, and Reaſon alſo. 

Il. They who upon pretence of ChriftianLiber- 
Ty do practice any Sin, or cheriſh any Lult, as they 
do thereby per vert the main deſign of the Grace of 
the Goſpel to their own deſtruction, ſo they wholly 
deſtroy the end of Chriſtian Liberty, which is, that 
being delivered out of the Hands of our Enemies, 
we might ſerve the Lord ' without Fear, in Holineſs 
fl . Righteouſneſs before him all the Days of our 
Life.

| Of Religious Worſhip, and of the Sabbath 
| ö pl | Day. 


. HE light of Nature ſheweth that there is. a 
4 God, who hath Lordſhip and Sovereignty over 
all, is juft, good, and doth good unto all, and is 
| therefore to be feared, loved, praiſed, called upon, 
| Eruſted in, and ſerved with all the Heart, and all the 
Soul, and with all the Might: But the acceptable 
Way of Worſhiping the true God, is inſtituted by 
' Himſelf, and fo limited by his own revealed * 

: | that 


1. 
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that he may not be worſhipped according to the 
immaginations and devices of Men, or the ſuggeſti- 
ons of Satan, under any viſible Repreſentations, or 
any other way not preſcribed in the holy Scripture, 

II. Religious Worſhip is to be given to God 
the Father, Son, and holy Ghoſt, and to him alone; 
not to Angels, Saints, or any other Creatures; and 
ſince the Fall, not without a Mediator, nor in the 
Mediation of any other but of Chriſt alone. 

III. Prayer with Thankſgiving, being one ſpecial 
part of natural Worſhip, is by God required of all 
Men; but that it may be accepted, it is to be made 
in the Name of the Son, by the help of his Spirit, 


according to his Will, with Underſtanding, Rever- 


ence, Humility, Fervency, Faith, Love, and Per- 
ſe verence: And when with others in a known 
Tongue. 


IV. Prayer is to be made for things Lawful, 


and for all forts of Men living, or that fhall live 
hereafter, but not for the Dead, nor for thoſe of 
whom it may be known that they have ſinned the 
Sin unto Death. | 

V. The reading of the Scriptures, preaching and 
hearing of the Word of God, ſinging of Pſalms, as 
alſo the adminiſtration of Baptiſm and the Lord's 
Supper, are all parts of religious Worſhip of God, 
to be performed in obedience unto God, with Un- 
derſtanding, Faith, Reverence and godly Fear. 
Solemn Humiliations witu Faftings, and 'Thankf- 
giving upon ſpecial Occafions, 'are in their ſeveral 
Times and Seaſons to be uſed in an holy and religi- 
ous manner. VI. Neither

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VI. Neither Prayer, nor any other part of reli- 


\ gious Worſhip, is now under the Goſpel either tied 


unto, or made more acceptable by any place in 
which it is performed, or towards which it is direc- 
ted : But God is to be worſhiped every where in 


Spirit and in Truth, as in private Families daily, and 


in ſecret each one by himſelf, ſo more ſolemnly in 


the publick Aſſemblies, which are not careleſly nor 


wilfully to be neglected or forſaken, when God by 

his Word or Providence calleth thereunto. | 
VII. As it is of the Law of Nature, that in ge- 

neral a proportion of Time by God's appointment 


be ſet apart for the Worſhip of God; fo by his 


Word in a poſitive, moral and perpetual Command- 


ment, binding all Men in all Ages, he hath particu- 
larly appointed one Day in ſeven for a Sabbath to 


be kept holy unto bim, which from the beginning of 
the World to the Reſurrection of Chriſt, was the 
laſt Day of the Week, and from the Reſurrection of 
Chrift, was changed into the firſt Day of the Week, 
which in. Scripture is called the Lord's Dey, and is 
to be continued to the end of the World as the 
Chriftian Sabbath, the obſervation of the laſt Day 
of the Week being aboliſhed, 

VIII. This Sabbath is then kept holy unto the 
Lord, when Men after a due preparing of their 
Hearts, and ordering their common Affairs before- 
hand, do not only obſerve an holy Reſt all the Day 
from their own Works, Words, and Thoughts 
about their worldly Employments and Recreations, 
but alla are taken up the whole Time in the py 


and private Exerciſes of bis Worſhip, and in the 
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Duties of Neceſſity and Mercy.

CHAP. XXIII. 
Of Lawful Oaths and Vows. 


| A Lawful Oath, is a part of religious Worſhip, 


wherein the Perſon ſwearing in truth, righ- 
teouſneſs and Judgment, ſolemnly calleth God to 
witneſs what he aſſerteth, or promiſeth, and to judge 
him according to the truth or falſhood of what he 
ſweareth. | 
II. The Name of God only is that by which 
Men ought to ſwear, and therein it is to be uſed 
with all holy Fear and Reverence : Therefore to 
ſwear vainly or raſhly by that glorious and dreadful 
Name, or to ſwear at all, by any other thing, is f1n+, 
ful and to be abhorred. Yet, as in matters ef 
Weight and Moment an Oath is warranted by the 
Word of God; under the New Teſtament, as well 
as under the Old; fo a lawful Oath being impoſed 
by lawful authority in ſuch matters ought to be taken, 
III. Whoſoever taketh an Oath warranted by 
the Word of God, ought duly to conſider the 
weightineſs of ſo ſolemn an Act, and therein to a- 
vouch nothing but what he is fully perſwaded' is the 
Truth : Neither may any Man bind himfelf by 
Oath to any thing, but what is good and juſt, 2 
What 
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what he believeth ſo to be, and what he is able and 
refolved to perform. Yet it is a Sin to refuſe an 
Oath touching any thing that is good and juſt, being 
lawfully impoſed by Authority. 

IV. An Oath is to be taken in the plain and 
common ſenſe of the Words, without Equivocation, 
or mental Reſervation : It cannot oblige to Sin, 
but in any thing not ſinful being taken, it binds to 
Performance, although to a Mans own hurt; nor 
is it to be violated although made to Hereticks or 
Infidels. 

V. A Vow, which is not to be made to any 
Creature, but God alone, is of the like Nature 
with a promiſſory Oath, and ought to be made with 
the like religious Care, and to be performed with 


the like Faithfulneſs, 


VI. Popiſh monaftical Vows of perpetual fingle 
Life, profeſſed Poverty, and regular Obedience, are 
ſo far from being degrees of higher Perfection, that 
they are ſuperſtitious and ſinful Snares, in which no 
Chriſtian may intangle himſelf.

CH AP. XXIV. 
Of the Civil Mag iſtrate. 


880 D the Supreme Lord and King of all the 
World, hath ordained civil Magiſtrates to be 


under him, over the People for his own Glory and 


the 


E 
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the publick good : And to this End has armed them 
with the power of the Sword for the Defence and 
Encouragement of them that do good, and for the 
Puniſhment of evil doers. 

II. It is lawful for Chriftians to accept, and ex- 
ecute the Office of a Magiſtrate, when called there- 
unto : In the management whereof, as they ought 
eſpecially to maintain Piety. Juſtice and Peace, ac- 
cording to the wholſom Laws of each Common- 
wealth, ſo for that end, they may lawfully now un- 
der the New Teſtament wage War upon juſt and 
neceſſary occaſions. 

III. They who upon pretence of Chriftian Li- 
berty ſhall oppoſe any lawful Power, or the lawful 
Exerciſes of it, reſiſt theOrdinance of God ; and for 
their publiſhing of ſuch Opinions, or maintaining of 
ſuch raCtices, as are contrary to the light of Nature, 
or to the known Principles of Chriftianity, whether 
concerning Faith, Worſhip or Converſation, or to 
the Power of Godlineſs, or ſuch erronious Opinions 
or Practices, as either in their own nature, or in the 
manner of publiſhing or maintaining them, are de- 
ſtructive to the external Peace and Order which 
Chriſt hath eſtabliſhed in the Church, they may law» 
fully be called to account, and nroceeded againſt by 
the Cenſures of the Church, and by the Power of the 
Civil Magiſtrate; yet in ſuch Differences about the 
Doctrines of the Goſpel, or Ways of the Worſhip 
of God, as may befal Men, exercifing a good Con- 
ſcience, manifeſting it in their Converſation, and 
holding the Foundation, and duly nn. 

ule 
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Rules of Peace and Order, there is no Warrant for 
the Magiſtrate to abridge them of their Liberty. 

IV. It is the Duty of People to Pray for Ma- 
giſtrates, to honour their Perſons, to pay them Tri- 
bute and other Dues, to cbey their lawful Com- 
mands, and to be ſubject to their Authority for 
Conſcience ſake. Infidelity or Difference in Reli- 
gion doth not make void the Magiftrates juſt and 
legal Authority, nor free the People from their due 
Obedience to him: From which Eccleſiaſtical Per- 
ſons are not exempted, much leſs hes the Pope any 
Power or Juriſdiction over them in theit Dominions, 
or over any of their People, and leaſt of all to de- 
prive them of their Dominions or Lives, if he ſhall 
judge them to be Hereticks, or upon any other pre- 
tence whatſoever.

CHAP. XV. 
Of Marriage. 


M Arriage is to be between one Man and one 
* Weman : Neither is it lawful for any Man to 
have more than one Wife, nor for any Woman to 
have more than one Huſband at the ſame time. 
Il. Marriage was ordained for the mutual help 
of Huſband and' Wife, for the increaſe of Mankind 
with a legitimate Iſſue, and of the Church with an 
holy Seed, and for preventing of * * 


* 
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III. It is lawful for all ſorts of People to Marry, 
who are able with Judgment to give their Conſent; 
Yet it is the Duty of Chriſtians to Marry in the Lord, 
and therefore ſuch as profeſs the true reformed Re- 
ligion, ſhould not marry with Infidels, Papifts, or 
other Idolaters. Neither ſhould ſuch as areGodly, 
be unequally yoked by marrying ſuch as are wicked 
in their Life, or maintain damnable Hereſy. _ 

IV. Marriage ought not to be within the de 
of Conſanguinity or Affinity forbidden in the Word, 
nor can ſuch inceftuous Marriages ever be made 
lawful by any Law of Man, or confent of Parties, fo 
as thoſe Perſons may live together as Man and Wife.

CHAP. XXVI. 


Of the Church. 


T H E Catholick or Univerſal Church, which is 
inviſible, confifts of the whole Number of the 
Elect, that have been, are or ſhall be gathered into 
one under Chriſt the head thereof, and is the Spouſe, 

the Body, the Fulneſs of him that filleth all in all. 
II. The whole Body of Men throughout the 
World, profeſſing the Faith of the Goſpel, and 
Obedience unto God by Chriſt according unto it, 
not deſtroying their on Profeſſion by any Errors 
everting the Foundation, or unholineſs of Conver- 
ſation, they and their Children with them are, and 
E may 
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may be called the viſible Catholick Church of Chrift, 
although as ſuch it is not intruſted with any Officers 
to Rule or Govern over the whole Body. 

III. The pureft Churches under Heaven are 

ſubject both to Mixture and Error, and ſome have ſo 
degenerated as to become no Churches of Chriſt, but 
Synagogues of Satan: Nevertheleſs Chriſt always 
hath had, and ever ſhall have a viſible Kingdom in 
this World, to the end thereof, of ſuch as belie ve 
in him, and make profeſſion of his Name. 
IV. There is no other Head of the Church but 
the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, nor can the Pope of Rome in 
any ſenſe be Head thereof, but is that Anti- chriſt, 
that Man of Sin, and Son of Perdition, that exalteth 
himſelf in the Church againſt Chrift, and all that is 
called God, whom the Lord ſhall deftroy with the 
brightneſs of his coming. 

V. As the Lord in his Care and Love towards 
his Church, hath in his infinite wiſe Providence, 
exerciſed it with great variety in all Ages for the 
good of them that love him, and his own Glory; 
ſo according to his Promiſe, we expect that in the 
latter Days, Antichriſt being deſtroyed, the Jews 
called, and the Adverſaries of the Kingdom of his 
dear Son broken, the Churches of Chriſt being en- 
larged and edified, through a free and plentiful com- 
munication of Light and Grace, ſhall enjoy in this 
World a more quiet, peaceable and glorious con- 
dition than they have enjoyed.

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CHAP. XXVII. 


Of the communion of Saints, 


ALE Saints that are united to Jeſus Chriſt their 
Head by his Spirit and Faith, altho'“ they are 
not made thereby one Perſon with him, have Fel- 
lowſhip in his Graces, Sufferings, Death, Reſur- 
rection and Glory: And being united to one 
another in love, they have communion in each 
others Gifts and Graces, and are. obliged to the 
performance of ſuch Duties, publick and private, as 
do conduce to their mutual good, both in the in- 
ward and outward Man. | 
IT. All Saints are hound to maintain an holy 
Fellowſhip andCommunion in the Worſhip of God, 
and in performing ſuch other ſpiritual Services as 
tend to their mutual Edification, as alſo in relieving 
each other in outward things, according to their 
ſeveral Abilities and Neceſſities: Which, Commu» 
nion, though eſpecially to be exerciſed by them in 
the Relations wherein they ſtand, whether in Fami- 
lies or Churches, yet as God offereth Opportu- 
nity, is to be extended unto all thoſe who in every 
place call upon the name of the Lord Jeſus, 
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C HAP. XXVIII 


Of the Sacraments. 


GQAcraments are holy Signs and Seals of the Cove- 
- nant of Grace, immediately inftituted by Chriſt, 
to repreſent him and his Benefits, and to confirm our 
mtereft in him, and ſolemnly to engage us to the 
Service of God in Chrift, according to his Word. 
II. There is in every Sacrament a ſpiritual Re- 
lation, or ſacramental Union between the Sign 
and the thing ſignified ; whence it comes to pals, 
} that the Names and Effects of the one are attributed 
to the other. 
q III. The Grace which is exhibited in or by the 
Sacraments rightly uſed, is not conferred by any 
power in them, neither doth the Efficacy of a Sacra- 
ment depend upon the Piety or Intention of him 
that doth adminiſter it, but upon the Work of the 
Spirit, and the Word of Inftitution , which contains 
together with a Precept authorizing the uſe thereof, 
2 Promiſe of Benefit to worthy Receivers. 
IV. There be only two Sacraments ordained by 
Chriſt our Lord in the Goſpel, that is to ſay, Bapti/m 
and the Lord's Supper ; neither of which may be 
diſpenſed by any but aMinifter of theWord lawfully 
called. 
V. The Sacraments of the old Teſtament, in 
regard of the ſpiritual things thereby ſignified and 
exhibited, were for ſubſtance the ſame with thoſe of 
the New, C HA. 
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CHAP. XXIX. 
Of Baptiſm. 


Aptiſm is a Sacrament of the New Teflament, 
ordained by Jeſus Chriſt, to be unto the Party 
baptized a Sign and Seal of the Covenant of Grace, 
of his ingraffing into Chriſt, of Regeneration, of 
remiſſion of Sins, and of his giving up unto God 
through Jeſus Chrift, to walk in newneſs of Liſe ; 
which Ordinance is by Chriſt's own appointment to 
be continued in his Church, until the end of the | 
World. 

II. The outward Element to be uſed in this 
Ordinance is Water, where with the is to be 
baptized in the Name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the holy Ghoſt, by a Miniſter of the Goſpel 
lawfully called thereunto. 

III. Dipping of the Perſon into the Water is not 
neceſſary ,but Baptiſm is rightly adminiſtred by pour- 
ing or ſprinkling Water upon the Perſon. . 

IV. Not only thoſe that do actually profeſs Faith 
in, and Obedience unto Chrift, but alſo the Infants 
of one or both believing Parents are to be Baptized, 
and thoſe only. 

V. Although it be a great Sin to contemh or 
neglect this Ordinance, yet Grace and Salvation are 
not ſo inſeparably annexed to it, as that no Perſon 
can be regenerated or ſaved without it; or that all 
that are Baptized are undoubtedly regenerated. 
E 3 VI. The 
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VI. The efficacy of Baptiſm is not tied to that 
moment of Time wherein it is adminiftred, yet not- 
withſtanding, by the right uſe of this Ordinance, the 
Grace promiſed is not only offered, but really EX- | 
hibited and conferred by the holy Ghoſt 10 ſuch 
(whether of Age or Infants) as that Grace belongeth 
unto, according to the Counſel of Gods own Will in 
his appointed time. 

VII. Baptiſm is but once to be adminiftred to 


any Perſon, 
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CHAT. XXK. 


Of the LokD's Supper. 


UR Lord Jeſus in the Night wherein he was 

betrayed, inftituted the Sacrament of his Body 
and Blood, called the Lords Supper, to be obſerved 
in his Churches to the end of the World, for the 
perpetual Remembrance, and ſhewing forth of the 
Sacrifice of himſelf in his Death, the ſealing of all 
Benefits thereof unto true Believers, their ſpiritual 
Nouriſhment and growth in him, their further en- 


gagement in and to all Duties which they owe unto 


him, and to be a Bond and Pledge of their Com- 
munion with him, and with each other. 

II. In this Sacrament Chriſt is not offered up to 
his F ather, | nor any real Sacrifice made at all for re- 


. wWiſſion of Sin of the quick or dead, but only a me- 
| morial 


r 
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morial of that one offering up of himſelf upon the 
Croſs once for all, and a ſpiritual Oblation of all 
poſſible Praife unto God for the fame ; ſo that the 
Popiſh Sacrifice of the Maſs ( as they call it ) is 
moſt abominable injurious to Chriſt's own only Sa- 
crifice, the alone Propitiation for all the Sins of the 
EleR, 

III. The Lord Jeſus hath in this Ordinance ap- 
pointed his Miniſters to declare his Word of Infti- 
tution to thePeople,to pray and bleſs the Elements 
of Bread and Wine, and thereby to ſet them apart 
from a common to an holy Uſe, and to take and 
break the Bread, to take the Cup, and ( they com- 
municating alſo themſelves ) to give both to the 
Communicants, but to none who are not then pre- 
ſent in the Congregation. 

IV. Private Maſſes, or receiving the Sacramenit 
by a Prieft, or any other alone, as likewiſe the denial 
of the Cup to the People, worſhipping the Elements, 
the lifting them up, or carrying them about forAdo- 
ration, and the reſerving them for any pretended 
religious Uſe are all contrary to the Nature of this 
Sacrament, and to the Inſtitution of Chriſt. 

V. The outward Elements in this Sacrament 
duly ſet apart for the Uſes ordained by Chriſt, have 
ſuch relation to him crucified, as that truly, yet 
Sacramentally only, they are ſometimes called by the 
Name of the things they repreſent, to wit, the Body 
and Blood of Chriſt ; albeit in Subſtance and Nature 
they ſtill remain truly and only Bread and Wine as 


VI. That 


they were before, 
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VI. That Doctrine which maintains a change 
of the Subſtance of Bread and Wine, into the 
Subſtance of Chriſt's Body and Blood ( commonly 
called Tranſubttantiation ) by conſecration of a 
Prieft, or by any other way, is repugnant not to the 
Scripture alone but eyen to common Senſe and Rea- 
ſon, overthroweth the Nature of the Sacrament, and 
hath been, and is the cauſe of manifoldSuperftitions, + 
yea, of groſs Idolatries. 

VII. Worthy Receivers outwardly partaking of 
the viſible Elements in this Sacrament, do then alſo 
inwardly by Faith, really and indeed, yet not car- 
nally and corporally, but ſpiritually, receive and 
feed upon Chrift crucified, and all Benefits of his 
Death; the Body & Blood of Chriſt being then not 
corporally or carnally in, with, or under the Bread and 
Wine, yet as really, but ſpiritually prefent to the 
Faith of Believers in thatOrdinance, as the Elements 
themſelves are to their outward Senſes. 

VIII. All ignorant and ungodly Perſons, as they 
are unfit to enjoy Communion with Chrift, ſo are 
they unworthy of the Lord's Table, and cannot with- 
out great Sin againſt him, whilſt they remain ſuch, 
partake of theſe holy Miſteries, or be admitted there- 
unto; yea, whoſoever ſhall receive unworthily, 
are guilty of the Body and Blood of the Lord, 
cating and drinking Judgment to themſelves,

Of the State of Man after Death, and of 
the Reſurrection of the Dead. 


T H E Bodies of Men after Death return to Duft | 
and ſee Corruption, but theit Souls Def, 
neither die nor ſleep) having an immortal fubſtance 
gave them, the 
Souls of the Righteous being then made perfect in 
holineſs, are received into the highest Heavens, where 
they behold the Face of God in Light and Glory, 
waiting for the full Redemption of their Bodies: 
And the Souls of the wicked are caſt into Hell, 
where they remain in Torment, and utterDarkneſs, 
dgment of the great Day: Beſides 
theſe two places of Souls ſeparated from theirBodies, 
the Scripture acknowledpeth none. 

II. At the laſt Day fuch as are found alive ſhall | 
not die, but be changed, and all the Dead ſhall be 
raiſed up with the ſelf ſame Bodies, and none 2 
although with different Qualitics, which thall be 
united again to their Souls for ever. 

III. The Bodies of the unjuft ſhall by the power 
of Chriſt be raiſed to Diſhonour ; the Bodies of the 
juſt by his Spirit unto Honour, and be made con- 
formable to his own glorious Body,

Of the laſt Judgment. 


G OD hath appointed a Day wherein he will 
— judge the, World in Righteouſneſs by Jesvus 
CHRIST, to whom, all Power and Judgment is 
given of the Father; in which Day, not only the 
Apoſtate Angels ſhall be judged, but likewiſe all 
Perſons that have lived upon Earth, ſhall appear 
before the Tribunal of Chriſt, to give an account 
of their Thoughts, Words. and' Deeds, and to 
receive according to what they have done in the 
Body, whether good or evil. 
II. The end of God's appointing this Day, is 
for the manifeſtation of the Glory of his Mercy 
in the eternal Salvation of the Ele&, and of his 
Juſtice in the Damnation of the Reprobate, who 
are wicked and difobedient : For then ſhall the 
righteous ge into everlaſting Life, and receive 
that fullneſs of Joy and Glory, with everlaſting 
Reward in the preſence, of the Loxp, but the 
wicked who know not GOD, and obey not the 
Goſpel of JEsus CHRIST, ſhall be caſt into 
eternal Torments, and be puniſhed with evyerlaſt- 
ing Deſtruction from the preſence of the Lo xn, 
and from the glory of his Power. 
III. As Chriſt would have us to be certainly 
perſwaded that there ſhall be a Judgement, both 
to

to deter all Men from Sin, and for the greater 
Conſolation of the godly in their Adverſity 3 
will he have that Day unknown to Men, that 
they may ſhake off all carnal Security, and be 
always watchful, becauſe they know not at what 
Hour the LoxD will come, and may be ever 
prepared to ſay, Come Lord Feſus, come quickly.
